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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jamal et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,939,916). 

In reference to claim 1 Jamal discloses in Figure 2 an in phase quadrature signal 
generator including a phase shifter (54a, 54b, 62, 64) receiving at an input terminal an 
input signal (CK) supplied to a phase shifting means formed of passive elements, 
arranged for delivering at first and second output terminals, first and second in phase 
quadrature signals, wherein it further includes, between the phase shifting means and 
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the output terminals, transconductor means (66, 68, 72, 74) having a transconductance 
proportional to the passive elements, arranged so as to obtain a transfer function 
between the first and second in phase quadrature signals independent of the passive 
elements. 

In reference to claim 5, the in phase quadrature signals of Jamal are seen to 
have the same amplitude at a given frequency and wherein the frequency is dependent 
upon a dynamically modifiable parameter (see column 3, line 61 through column 4, line 
4). The same applies to claim 6 wherein the parameter is seen to be the frequency of 
a clocked signal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7-9 are allowed. 

5. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 2-4 would be allowable because the closest prior art of record fails to 
disclose a circuit as shown in Figure 2 wherein the transconductor means include a first 
transconductor circuit (1 1 ) having a first determined transconductance proportional to a 
capacitance matched to the capacitance of the first and second capacitors (8, 9), and a 
second transconductor circuit (12) having a second determined transconductance 
proportional to a conductance matched with the first and second resistors(7, 10) in 
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combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening 
claims. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 7-9 
are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in 
Figure 4 wherein the image frequency rejection receiver includes the combination of 
filtering means (50) formed of passive elements, and conversion means (44, 45, 46, 47) 
including at least two mixers (44, 45) for delivering frequency shifted in phase 
quadrature signals at a frequency in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
base claims and any intervening claims.
